Reasons 

1. The inventions according to the below-dted claims of the present 
application are inventions which were described in the below-dted publications, 
distributed in Japan or a foreign cotmtry or became publicly available through 
electronic commimication channels prior to the filing thereof, and are therefore 
impatentable imder Article 29, Paragraph 1, Number 3 of the Japanese Patent 
Law. 

2. The inventions according to the below-cited daims of the present 
application could have been readily invented by one with ordinary knowledge 
in the technical field to which the invention belongs prior to the filing thereof, 
based on inventioris described in the below-dted pubUcations, distributed in 
Japan or a foreign country or became publicly available through electronic 
commimication chaimels prior to the filing thereof, and are therefore 
unpatentable tinder Article 29, Paragraph 2 of the Japanese Patent Law. 

3. The recitations of the daims of the present application fail to satisfy the 
requirements of Artide 36, Paragraph 6, Number 2 of the Japanese Patent Law 
with regard to the following points.

Citation 1 discloses a method for manufactviring an article for wiping 
comprising a siarf actant sandwiched between a first substrate layer and a 
second substrate layer; whereby, a heat-sealable substance is deposited onto a 
surface portion opposite at least one substrate layer, and a surfactant is bonded 
between both substrate layers. Application of both the heat-sealable substance 
and the surfactant in the form of particles is recited (Qaim 4). The particle 
diameters and the amount of the heat-sealable substance bestowed, too, 
correspond to the ranges specified in the present appUcation.

Other than the invention recited in Citation 1, although not related to a 
cosmetic. Citation 2 discloses manufacturing a composite material in which two 
webs and a surfactant are bonded, by supplying a powdered surfactant and a 
powdered bonding material between the webs, foUowed by melting of the 
bonding material. In manuf actiuring a laminated object having a functional 
material bonded between two substrate layers, the method of supplying a 
powdered functional material and an adhesive, followed by bonding by 
heat-melting of the adhesive is publicly knovm. 

When manufacturing such a laminated object, as a form of the adhesive 
supplied, using a substance in the form of a sheet, mbdng a powder and an 
adhesive, and forming an object in the form of a sheet, foUowed by bonding of 
the substrate layers, are deemed to be all well known. (For examples, refer to 
Citations 3 to 6.) 



Reason 3 

Each of Claims 39 and 40 specify the amoimt of a powdered cosmetic 
composition to be supplied to a first subshrate layer; however, despite being a 
claim which recites the method recited in Claim 39 in a further specified form, 
the range of the amount supplied recited in Qaim 40 is outside of the range of 
the amoimt specified in Claim 39. 
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Accordingly, the inventions according to Claims 39 and 40 are imclear.
